Both optimism and caution for 


the freestone industry were ex- 
pressed by leaders of Califor- 
nia Freestone Peach Associa- 
tion and allied industry mem- 
bers at district meetings of the 
organization held in Davis and 
Selma. 


Keynotmg the sessions, as- 
sociation president Phil Adrian, 
Escalon, told growers that the 
industry is healthy, the associ- 
ation strong and that there is un- 
paralleled cooperation between 
processors and growers. But 
it is going to take more work 
on the part of growers to keep 
production up and to make qual- 
ity deliveries 
for which the 


processor 
can 
afford to pay 


higher prices, he warned. 


"As growers, wehaveagreat- 


er challenge and a greater re- 
ward 
for 
producing quality 


fruit," Adrian said. "The $40 
per ton years discouraged new 
plantings or even re-plantings. 
The average age of our trees is 
steadily increasing. Our tons 
per acre on these trees is being 
reduced annually, and we cannot 
afford to lose ground on our 
price per ton." 


Adrian reported that the $77.50 


per ton paid for Elbertaproduc- 
tion this year represented the 
highest price in the history of 
the association. Canned sup- 
plies for the 1968-69 marketing 
season total 4,948,251 cases, an 
increase of 1/2 million cases 
over the previous season when 


production was short. "Mark- 
eting of this inventor} should 
not present a problem. How- 
ever, because of the large 1968 
pack of frozen freestones it is 
doubtful that we will experien- 
ce the extreme competition for 
supplies in the coming}ear that 
we had this past season, ' he 
said. 


Manager Richard Black, Mo- 


desto, reported that the assoc- 
iation represented 65 per cent of 
the canning Elberta tonnage this 
past season, and 50 per cent of 
the tonnage of all varieties going 
to freezers, dryers, and can- 
ners. Both associat'on mem-

Optimism, Caution Expressed 
For Freestone Peach Industry 


Both optimism and caution for 
the freestone industry were ex­ 
pressed by leaders of Califor­ 
nia Freestone Peach Associa­ 
tion and allied industry mem­ 
bers at district meetings of the 
organization held in Davis and 
Selma. 
Keynoting the sessions, a s­ 
sociation president Phil Adrian, 
Escalón, told growers that the 
industry is healthy, the associ­ 
ation strong and that there is un­ 
paralleled cooperation between 
processors 
and growers. But 
it is going to take more work 
on the part of grbwers to keep 
production up and to make qual­ 
ity deliveries for which the 
processor 
can 
afford to pay 
higher prices, he warned. 
“ As growers, we have a great­ 
er challenge and a greater re ­ 
ward 
for 
producing quality 
fruit,” Adrian said. “ The $40 
per ton years discouraged new 
plantings or even re-plantings. 
The average age of our trees is 
steadily increasing. Our tons 
per acre on these trees is being 
reduced annually, and we cannot 
afford to lose ground on our 
price per ton.” 
Adrian reported that the $77.50 
per ton paid for Elbertaproduc­ 
tion this year represented the 
highest price in the history of 
the association. Canned sup­ 
plies for the 1968-69 marketing 
season total 4,948,251 cases, an 
increase of 1/2 million cases 
over the previous season when 


production was short. “ Mark­ 
eting of this inventory should 
not present a problem. How­ 
ever, because of the large 1968 
pack of frozen freestones it is 
doubtful that we will experien­ 
ce the extreme competition for 
supplies in the coming year that 
we had this past season,” he 
said. 
Manager Richard Black, Mo­ 
desto, reported that the assoc­ 
iation represented 65 per cent of 
the canning Elberta tonnage this 
past season, and 50 per cent of 
the tonnage of all varieties going 
to freezers, dryers, and can- 
ners. Both association mem­ 
bership and tonnage stand at a 
record level, he said, and aver­ 
age tons per member has incre­ 
ased from 100 to 150 tons.C al­ 
ifornia freestone acreage to­ 
tals 31,610 acres, a reduction 
of 16,637 acres from the peak 
attained in 1958. 
“ Although we are in relatively 
short supply, it is in much bet­ 
ter balance with demand, and 
growers should exercise cau­ 
tion in planting heavily in re ­ 
sponse to our increased re ­ 
turns,” Black warned. 
A panel discussion on the pros­ 
pects for mechanization of the 
freestone crop concluded that 
although progress is being made 
on the problem, further exten­ 
sive research will be required 
before the goal is realized. Re­

efficient converter of animal 
to human food. 
Poultry production is now so 
highly mechanized that it is 
possible for one man to care 
for and raise about half a mil* 
lion chickens per year. 
Shopping centers nowadays 
are sporting outdoor air con­ 
ditioning. 
Even if it is a long 
jump from city to field, we 
are getting to the point where 
not too much surprises us any­ 
more. 
Environmental regula* 
tion oí large tracts of land may 
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wide latitude of harvest m atur­ 
ity 
can be brought to an opti­ 
mum level and canned with sat­ 
isfactory results in color, fla­ 
vor and texture. Experiments 
with pre-harvest sprays and 
post-harvest dips have demon­ 
strated the possibility of con­ 
trolling brown

Already, too, experi­ 
menters have been quite suc­ 
cessful in the initial stages 
of applying plastics directly to 
the plants themselves to retard 
water loss due to transpiration. 


Computers, more and more, 
will take some of the guess 
work out of the farm ers' hands, 
helping 
determine 
the most 
ideal tim es to plant, fertilize, 
irrigate, spray and harvest. 
E arlier planting and later 
harvesting will become a real­ 
ity' through the use of chemicals 
applied directly 
to the soil, 
undergr >und heating cables and 
heat trapping m aterials thatwill 
thwart the natural cold that now 
dictates the farm ers' growing 
seasons. 
Experiments with milk cows 
has given strong evidence that 
high protein feeds are not neces­ 
sary to the production of good 
milk 
in relative abouidance. 
Urea, readily abundant, can be 
substituted for protein in low 
protein feeds. The result is 
high protein milk with no ad­ 
verse affects on cows, a great 
boom to underdeveloped areas 
of the world where protein low 
diets are a great cause of mal­ 
nutrition. 


Great change is coming, too, 
in the world of cattlemen. Not 
long ago the advantages of the 
large and fast maturing Charol- 
ais breed were exam ined in this 
paper. Cross breeding, an old, 
but 
shunned practice, holds 
great benefits that will be ex­ 
ploited more fully in the future. 
Crossbred cattle, it seem s, not 
only demonstrate a hybrid vital­ 
ity that cuts loss by death, but 
shows increased weight gains. 
In addition to this, many > at- 
tlemen 
are giving constantly 
more thought to changing the 
old stereotype Ideas on what a 
beef animal should look like, 
with more emphasis going to 
moaty lumps than to smooth 
profiles. 
What it all amounts to is 
a coming change as dram atic, 
or more so, than what we have 
seen in years past. 
There is 
no reason to believe that we 
can really look into the future 
and know what is goint, to happen 
to agriculture. It is a certainty’, 
however, that we will seem to 
our 
grandchildren far more 
crude than seem to us those 
pioneers who so many years ago 
began breaking the sod on the 
Great Plains with crude plows 
and double teams of oxen.

Both optimism and caution for 
the freestone industry were ex­ 
pressed by leaders of Califor­ 
nia Freestone Peach Associa­ 
tion and allied industry mem­ 
bers at district meetings of the 
organization held In Davis and 
Selma. 
Keynoting the sessions, as­ 
sociation president Phil Adrian, 
Escalón, told growers that the 
industry is healthy, the associ­ 
ation strong and that there is un­ 
paralleled cooperation between 
processors 
and growers. But 
it is going to take more work 
on the part of grbwers to keep 
production up and to make qual­ 
ity deliveries for which the 
processor 
can 
afford to pay 
higher prices, he warned. 
“ As growers, we have a great­ 
er challenge and a greater re­ 
ward 
for 
producing quality 
fruit,” Adrian said. “The $40 
per ton years discouraged new 
plantings or even re-plantings. 
The average age of our trees is 
steadily increasing. Our tons 
per acre on these trees is being 
reduced annually, and we cannot 
afford to lose ground on our 
price per ton.” 
Adrian reported that the $77.50 
per ton paid for Elbertaproduc­ 
tion this year represented the 
highest price in the history of 
the association. Canned sup­ 
plies for the 1968 -69 marketing 
season total 4,948,251 cases, an 
increase of 1/2 million cases 
over the previous season when 


production was short. “ Mark­ 
eting of this inventory should 
not present a problem. How­ 
ever, because of the large 1968 
pack of frozen freestones it is 
doubtful that we will experien­ 
ce the extreme competition for 
supplies in the coming year that 
we had this past season/’ he 
said. 
Manager Richard Black, Mo­ 
desto, reported that the assoc­ 
iation represented 65 per cent of 
the canning Elberta tonnage this 
past season, and 50 per cent of 
the tonnage of all varieties going 
to freezers, dryers, and ear­ 
ners. Both association mem­ 
bership and tonnage stand at a 
record level, he said, and aver­ 
age tons per member has incre­ 
ased from 100 to 150 tons.Cal­ 
ifornia freestone acreage to­ 
tals 31,610 acres, a reduction 
of 16,637 acres from the peak 
attained in 1958. 
“ Although we are in relatively 
short supply, it is in much bet­ 
ter balance with demand, and 
growers should exercise cau­ 
tion in planting heavily in re­ 
sponse to our Increased re­ 
turns,” Black warned.

Dairymen in support of the 
pooling plan believe that it sets 
up a program which will insure 
the consumer of a continuous, 
stable supply of wholesome milk 
at fair and reasonable prices.

marketing of the total 
supply of fluid milk produced 
in this state. 


Dairymen 
contend 
that the 
present contract system has 
compelled many erf them to 
produce excessive amounts of 
milk with the results that the 
dollar returns have dropped so 
low they are being forced out of 
business.

The outlook is included in a 
dairy report the department is­ 
sued today. 
Foreign dairy products enter­ 
ing the United States ranged 
from 
less than 
800 million 
pounds to a little more than 900 
million during 1961-65. 
But expanded world produc­ 
tion boosted U. S. imports to 
almost 2.8 million pounds of 
milk equivalent in 1966, forcing 
the government to resume buy­ 
ing milk from American pro­ 
ducers to help keep domestic 
prices in line. 
Imports during the first half

But the world squeeze 
continued, and again this year 
the import rate strengthened by 
midyear to around 2.5 billion 
pounds. 
More temporary quotas were 
imposed this year by President 
Johnson, who also requested the 
U. S. 
Tariff Commission to 
make recommendations on the 
quest ion of making them per­ 
manent. 
The commission’s report has 


not been made, but department 
officials say it may come soon, 
perhaps within two weeks. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
temporary 
quotas can be applied to such 
products as low-priced cheese 
and canned milk in 1969 incase 
the Tariff Commission report 
is delayed or sidetracked.

Harrison, a 
dent of the Baldwin Whitehall 
schools. 
Other researchers also work- 
ed on developing the system, 
now being manufactured by the 
Brighton Corp., m Warren. 


"Our purpose," says Parker, 
"has been specifically to de- 
velop a testing method to first 
find out what the children do not 
know about a subject, then to 
prescribe exactly what the pupil 
should do, step by step, until he 
masters the subject." 


In one field test, Parker adds, 


the Plus s>stern was applied 
to classes working with mag- 
nets. One sixth grade class used 
the Plus method, the other used 
traditional tests.

The system has been given a 
field test in Warren, Ohio, pub­ 
lic schools, among others.

The Warren superintendent of 
schools told a meeting of educa­ 
tors and U. S. Office of Educa­ 
tion specialists in Washington 
that the system had greatly 
helped elementary school chil­ 
dren catch up in subjects in 
which they had been lagging.

Edgar 
Cobett, 
research as­ 
sociate at the Southeastern State 
College Research Foundation, 
Robert A. Chemas, elementary 
science coordinator in Pitts­ 
burgh’s Baldwin-Whitehall pub­ 
lic school system and J. Ernest 
Harrison, a 
dent of the Baldwin Whitehall 
schools. 
Other researchers alsowork- 
ed on developing the system, 
now being manufactured by the 
Brighton Corp., in Warren. 
"Our purpose," says Parker, 
"has been specifically to de­ 
velop a testing method to first 
find out what the children do not 
know 
about a subject, then to 
prescribe exactly what the pipil 
should do, step by step, until he 
m asters the subject."

In the field of arithmetic, for 
example, a child may be having 
trouble (curing out m easure­ 
ment#. With the Plus system , a 
teacher can readily determine 
where the child’s trouble lies. 
The prescription for remedy­ 
ing the situation is spelled out on 
a special, transparent sheet for 
use 
in 
arithmetic 
problems. 
" It Is so easy to follw that 
teachers 
can use the system 
without any special training," 
says Parker. 
The system has been given a 
field test in W arren, Ohio, pub­ 
lic schools, among others. Some 
1,400 children and 47 teachers 
were 
Involved in testing the 
system over the period of a 
year* 
The W arren superintendent of 
schools told a meeting of educa­ 
tors and U. S. Office of Educa­ 
tion specialists in Washington 
that 
the system 
had greatly 
helped elementary school chil­ 
dren catch up in subjects in 
which they had been lagging. 
Plus was developed jointly by 
Edgar 
Cobett, 
research a s ­ 
sociate at the Southeastern State 
College Research Foundation, 
Robert A. Chemas, elementary 
science coordinator in P itts­ 
burgh’s Baldwin-Whitehall pub­ 
lic school system and J. Ernest 
Harrison, a 
dent of the Baldwin Whitehall 
schools. 
Other researchers also work - 
ed on developing the system , 
now being manufactured by the 
Brighton Corp., in W arren. 
"O ur purpose,” says Parker, 
"h a s been specifically to de­ 
velop a testing method to first 
find out what the children do not 
know 
about a subject, then to 
prescribe exactly what the pupil 
should do, step by step, until he 
m asters the subject." 
In one field test, Parker adds, 
the Plus system 
was applied 
to classes working with mag­ 
nets. One sixth grade class used 
the Plus method, the other used 
traditional tests. 
Students using the Plus meth­ 
od, he adds, gained an over-all 
average of 35.1 points.

movie industry depended a great 
deal on its youthful audience. 
Then, in more practical view­ 
ing, he saw the fantastic finan, 
cial success of A & M Records, 
whih has swelled its coffers 
mainly because of the predomi­ 
nating youth tofluence on cor* 
temporary music. 
Now, Leff is putting the both 
together. Object: success. 


Leff, a distinguí shed-looking 
gent in his m'uMOs, is president 
of the newly created A & M 
Productions, formed in May, as 
an independent subsidiary of the 
record company, to produce mo­ 
tion pictures. It will locate on 
the site of the original Charlie 
Chaplin studios in Hollywood. 
He’ s partnered in the venture 
with Herb "Tijuana Brass” A1» 
pert and Jerry Moss, the A and 
M of A & M. 
A & M thus becomes the first 
American record company to go 
into the mijvie-making business, 
although several movie compa­ 
nies have gone into records.

HOLLYWOOD

— To 
Charlie Washburn's family and 
friends in Memphis, Tenn., it 
seemed like the Impossible 
dream: he wanted to be a di» 
rector of television and films. 
Why did it seem too impossi­ 
ble? Because at the time Char­ 
lie Washburn was captured by 
that dream, there were no Ne­ 
gro directors in TV and me vies. 
And Charlie is a Negro. 
“ But I never lost sight of my 
goal, no metter what the odds 
ware against m e/' he says. “ I 
knew so ms lay I would moke it 
— and I will." 
Washburn has made a start. 
He is now second assistant di­ 
rector on the television series 
“ Star Trek"; one of three Negro 
assistant directors in the stu­ 
dios. His job allows him to study 
a number of directors as they 
work on the space-age series 
and he notes their techniques 
for future use. 
He came to the film industry 
through a new apprentice pro­ 
gram aimed at infusing new 
blood to the creative force of 
Hollywood. So far 29 have grad­ 
uated from the program to be­ 
come assistant directors, 22 
are in training and about 15 
will enter a new class in the near 
future. 
Charles Washburn came into 
the program through a series o? 
years ago in Memphis, the son 
of a car salesmen, he grew up 
in a segregated society. He at­ 
tended all-Negro schools and the 
nea~ly all-Negro Kentucky State 
College, graduating with a bach­ 
elor of science in business ad­ 
ministration. 
He expected to go to work for 


a Negro insurance company, 
but during a trip to visit a col­ 
lege professor In Milwaukee, he 
decided to stay in the north and 
return to school. After a semes­ 
ter at the Universtiy of Wiscon­ 
sin, he entered a two-year tele, 
casting course at the M ilwaukee 
Institute of Technology. 
“ That's when I fell in love 
with directing," he recalls. 
“ The school offers practical 
training 
at the educational 
channel for Milwaukee, and the 
work for actually putting shows 
on the air stimulated me enor­ 
mously. 
I knew there was one 
thing I wanted to do in life, and 
that was to direct." 
Washburn went on to teach 
telecasting at the University of 
Syracuse while he earned his 
m aster's degree. 
Then 
he 
worked for two years for the 
television, radio and film com­ 
mission of the Methodist Church 
with headquarters in Nashville, 
Tenn. He produced a radio show 
called 
“ Tne World—and Mu­ 
sic" and travel throughout the 
country to instruct ministers on 
how to use broadcasting. 
In September 1965, Washburn 
heard through a writer friend in 
Hollywood about the directors 
guild apprentice program. He 
fired off a letter of application. 
He was invited to come to Holly­ 
wood twice, for an eight-hour 
written examination conducted 
by the University of Southern 
California, then for an interview 
before directors, producers and 
executives of the film industry. 
In July 1966, Washburn was 
notified that he had been ac­ 
cepted for the Directors GuilcL 
Producers training plan. He 
quit his job and came to Holly­ 
wood. 
New Cold W ar Film 
Captures Imagination

HOLLYWOOD (AP) -O ne of 
the movie hits of die thriving 
fall season appears to be “ Ice 
Station Zebra," a somewhat 
far-fetched yet absorbing ad­ 
venture of the Cold War. 
The chilling epic is one of 
many expensive films that the 
studios are pushing into the na­ 
tion's roadshow theaters to cap­ 
ture the lush Iioliday trade and, 
incidentally, to qualify for the 
Oscar sweepstakes. Among the 
others: “ Funny G irl," “ Fin- 
ian's Rainbow ," “ Oliver," 
“ Shoes of the Fisherman," 
“ Romeo and Juliet,” “ The Lion 
in Winter,” “Star!" “ MacKen- 
na's Gold," “Osadora," “ Chit- 
ty Chitty Bang 
Bang," etc. 


Not all of them will click with 
the critics and public, of course. 
But at its Hollywood premiere, 
“ Ice Station Zebra" seemed to 
have that rare quality of captur­ 
ing the audience's complete at­ 
tention despite the imagination- 
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stretching adventures on the 
screen. 
That is a rare kind of film and 
one in which director John Stur- 
ges excels; he also directed 
“ The Great Escape." Other ex­ 
amples of such adventures: 
“ The 
Bridge on the River 
Kwai," “ The Guns of Nava- 
rone,” “ 2001; A Space Odys­ 
sey." 
One of those who greatly en­ 
joyed the premiere of “ IceSta­ 
tion Zebra" was Rock Hudson, 
who also happens to star in it. 
“ I have a yardstick to deter­ 
mine whether a picture of mine 
is good," he remarked after­ 
ward. “ H I am conscious of my 
own acting, then I know that the 
picture isn't successful. But if I 
can lose myself in the story and 
the characters, then it's a good 
picture. And I did that in 'Ice 
Station Zebra'." 
The film appears to mark a 
turnabout in Hudson's career, 
which seemed to have been bed­ 
ridden after too many sex- 
oriented farces with Doris Day, 
Gina 
Lollobrigida and other 
leading ladies. 
“ Not that I'm out of bed yet,” 
he remarked. “ In this last pic­ 
ture I did in Italy with Claudia 
Card in ale, 
I 
come into her 
apartment as she is taking a 
shower . What happens? I get 
right into the shower with her, 
and then the picture goes into a 
sex montage." 
The film, as yet untitled for ttie 
American market, has been re ­ 
leased in Italy, but not nere.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — To 
Charlie WashburnPs family and 
friends in Memphis, Tenn., tt 
seemed like the Impossible 
dream: he wanted to be a dW 
rector of television and films. 
Why did it seem too impossi­ 
ble? Because at the time Char­ 
lie Washburn was captured by 
that dream, there were no Ne­ 
gro directors in TV and mo ries. 
And Ctnrlie is a Negro. 
“ Bit I never lost sight a? my 
goal, na matter what the odds 
ware against me," he says, "I 
knew some lay I would mike it 
-and I will.»» 
Washburn has made a start. 
Ha is new second assistant di­ 
rector on the television series 
“ Sfcxr Trek**; one of three Negro 
assistant directors in the sti* 
dios. His Job allows him to study 
a number of directors as they 
work on the space-age series 
and he notes their techniques 
for future use. 
He came to the film industry 
through a new apprentice pro­ 
gram aimed at infusing new 
blood to the creative force of 
Hollywood. So far 29 have grad­ 
uated from the program to be­ 
come assistant directors, 22 
are In training and about 15 
will enter a new class in the near 
future. 
Charles Washburn came into 
the program through a series of 
years ago in Memphis, the son 
of a car salesmen, he grew up 
in a segregated society. Hi* at­ 
tended all-Negro schaols ami the 
»ea 'ly all-Negro Kentucky State 
College, graduating with a bach­ 
elor of science in business ad­ 
ministration. 
He expected to go to work for 


a Negro insurance company, 
but during a trip to visit a col­ 
lege professor in Milwaukee, he 
decided to stay In the north and 
return to school. After a semes­ 
ter at the Universtly of Wiseww 
sin, he entered a two-year tele­ 
casting course at the Milwaukee 
Institute of Technology. 
••That's when I fell in love 
with directing,” he recalls. 
••The school ofters practical 
training 
at the educational 
channel for Milwaukee, and the 
work for actually putting shows 
on the air stimulated me enor­ 
mously. 1 knew there was one 
thing I wanted to do in life, and 
that was to direct.** 
Washburn went on to teach 
telecasting at the University of 
Syracuse while he earned his 
master’s degree. 
Then 
he 
worked for two years for the 
television, radio and film com­ 
mission of the Methodist Church 
with headquarters in Nashville, 
Tenn. He produced a radio show 
called 
*«Tne World—»nd M»* 
sic" and travel throughout the 
country to instruct ministers on 
how to use broadcasting. 
In September 1965, Washburn 
heard through a writer friend in 
Hollywood about the directors 
guild apprentice program. He 
fired off a letter of application. 
He was invited to come to Holly­ 
wood twice, for an eight-hour 
written examination conducted 
by the University of Southern 
California, then for an interview 
before directors, producers and 
executives eg the film Industry. 
In July 1966, Washburn was 
notified that he had been ac­ 
cepted for the Directors GuilcL 
Producers training plan. He 
quit his job and came to Holly­ 
wood. 


New Co Id W ar Film 
Captures Imagination

HOLLYWOOD (AP) -O ne of 
the movie hits oí the thriving 
fall season appears to be “ Ice 
Station Zebra,'* a somewhat 
far-fetched yet absorbing ad­ 
venture of the Cold War. 
The chilling epic is one of 
many expensive films that the 
studios are pushing into the na­ 
tion's roadshow theaters to cap­ 
ture the lush lioliday trade and, 
incidentally, to qualify for the 
Oscar sweepstakes. Among the 
others: “ Funny Girl,»* “ Fin- 
ian*s Rainbow,»* “ Oliver," 
“ Shoes of the Fisherman,*' 
“ Romeo and Juliet," “ The Lion 
in Winter,” “Star!" “ MacKen- 
na*s Gold,** “Osadora,” “ Chit- 
ty Chltty Bang 
Bang," etc. 


Not all of them will click with 
the critics and public, of course. 
But at its Hollywood premiere, 
“ Ice Station Zebra" seemed to 
have that rare quality of captur­ 
ing the audience's complete at­ 
tention despite the imagination- 
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stretching adventures on the 
screen. 
That is a rare kind of film and 
one in which director John Stur- 
ges excels; he also directed 
“ The Great Escape." Other ex­ 
amples of such adventures: 
•The Bridge on the River 
Kwai," “ The Guns of Nava- 
rone,” “ 2001: A Space Odys­ 
sey.** 
One of those who greatly en­ 
joyed toe premiere of “ IceSta­ 
tion Zebra** was Rock Hudson, 
who also happens to star in it. 
“ 1 have a yardstick to deter­ 
mine whether a picture of mine 
is good," he remarked after­ 
ward. “ H I am conscious of my 
own acting, toen I know that toe 
picture isn’t successful. But ill 
can lose myself in the story and 
the characters, toen it's a good 
picture. And I did that in 'Ice 
Station Zebra'." 
The film appears to mark a 
turnabout in Hudson’s career, 
which seemed to have been bed­ 
ridden after too many sex- 
oriented farces with Doris Day, 
Gina Lollobrigida and other 
leading ladies. 
“ Not that Pm out of bed yet,»* 
he remarked. “ In this last pic­ 
ture I did in Italy with Claudia 
Card in ale,
